Council Meeting 


A special meeting of the Coun- 
cil was held on Tuesday evening, 
January oth to deal with unfinish- 
ed business of the previous year, 

A number of citizens were pre- 
sent to interview the Council with 
reference to the license tax recent- 
y come into force. 

In opening the meeting the 

«Mayor (E. Lamtvert, Esq., J.P.) 
explained that in issuing licenses 

Strathmore was only fto'lowing 
the prectdent of all other towns. 
Some citizens were under a mis- 
apprehension in supposing that 
the licenses were aimed at them. 
Every man doimg business in 
Strathmore derives eertain bene- 
fits because of the number of peo- 
ple with whom he can deal. He 
pays for this priviledge in the 
The grocer, or 
merchant, orimplement man pays 
his tax on the assessed value of 
the stock he carries in trade. 
Other business men such as bar- 
bers, draymen, insurance agents, 
&c. pay this tax in the shape of 
The Council had given 
a good deal of consideration to 
the license tax nd hoped that 
they had passed the by-law that 
would be for the good of all, 

The Mayor then asked the Coun- 
cilifthey were prepared to hear 
any complaints that might be 
made and with their approval Mr 
x. A. Anderson stated his case. 
He said he was not running a 
dray as he did not wish to interfere 
with those mho were doing that 
business. He had a contract by 
the year with the Lumber Com- 
pany and confined his work strict- 
ly tothat. If he were compelled 
to take outa license as a drayman 
he would be obliged to enter the 


draymen and he thought, with 20 
years experience, would enable 
him to get sufficient business to 
pay the license. He preferred 
however to be exempt from taking 
a license. He stated also that he 
Was not running a boarding house 

Mr. R. N. Keay of the King 
Edwatd Hotel addressed the Cou- 
neil on the subject of taxes in ar- 
rears. He proposed to give a 
note as official assignee to cover 
the taxes until he could realize on 
the sale of chattels. 

Mr. C. W. Chase then address- 
ed the Council on the question of 
Insurance saying that he thought 
the Council should take some act- 
ion to stop agents soliciting In- 
surance through tae mail. He 
also thoughtthat the office hours 
of the Sec.-Treas. from 2 to 4 
were entirely too short for the con- 
venience of the public. 

Mr. Anderson supported Mr. 
Chase in his contention and thou- 
ght that the Sec.-Treas. was re- 
ceiving too high a salary for the 
services he was rendering, 

Mr. Hastings asked the Coun- 
cil for an interpretation of their 
by-law. with reference to the hour 
of closing poolrooms, He point- 
ed out that the best hours for 
business were from 10,30 to 11.30 
p-m. He wished the Council to 
take this into consideration and 
interperate the law to mean that
